. Unfair Partnerships.

It is' not tbe-.busine?s of government to 
form a partnership with anyone unless 
it forms 'a partnership with all.

For a 
number" of years Dr. Nichols has been 
chairman of'the corporation of the Poly- 
technic institute of Brooklyn. 
In 1004 


and 1905 he was president of the Society 
of Chemical Industry, one of the most 
important foreign 
scientific 
organiza 


tions. Dr. Nichols is a member of many: 
foreign scientific bodies.
